Transplanting Cedars 


Few ornamental trees excel the common 
cedar, in elegance and beauty, If properly 
trimmed. The failures experienced in 
transplanting it, perhaps. deter many from 
cultivating it. The following simple di- 
rections we know to be reliable: 

In transplanting a cedar, never let the 
rootlets become wilted and shriveled from 
want of moisture. Upon the first dirt 
thrown into the hole made fer the recep- 
tion ofthe roots, pour in water enough to 

of about the consistence of mortar. 
Prete this well in among the roots until 
you are satisfied that all the rootlets are 
in contact with it. Then fill ap the hole, 
packing the dirt very bard. Instead of 
eaving a mound around the trunk of the ) 
tree, it is better to leave a depression in 

' which water will collect. Every day the 

tree should be noticed, and if it appears to 
have been Wosened by the wind, peel 
down the earth around it again. Cedar 
delights in motéture about its roots. When 
transplanted it is best to water it frequent- 
ly and abupdantly. 

In trimming cedar trees, itis well to bear 
in mind that, having once taken root, they 
are very tenacious of life. Their tops may 
be freely trimmed at any season of the 
year withoutinjury. Having determined 
what shape you desire to give a tree, with 
the knife and saw, go to work without 
eint. A few leaves only left upon the tree 
wij insure its continued vitality. After
